1 . Applicant's arguments, see pages 6-7, filed 3/27/2009, with respect to claims 1 -6 
have been fully considered and are persuasive. The 35 USC 103 rejection of claims 1-6 
has been withdrawn. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-6 allowed. 

3. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: The prior art made of record, Juijve (US 2005/0157971 A1) discloses a method 
and apparatus wherein a light source transmit light between two panels inside of a 
mobile phone housing. 

4. However, Juijve does not teach a reflecting member provided at approximately a 
center of the light transmitting member, and a V-shaped groove is provided at a surface 
boundary between the reflecting member and the light transmitting member.
